There Was Only StOO.OOO Insurance on the 


Kciued Structure—The Inefficiency of 
the Harrisburg Fire Department lilumoil 
for the Sweeping Destruction. 


HAIJKISBCKG, Feb. 2.—The legislative 


halls are in ruins. A new structure muss 
rise from the ashes that has served as a 
meeting place of the legislature since 1820. 
The flames have eaten up $1,500.000 worth 
of property. The inefficiency of the Har- 
risburg lire department is blamed. 


There is not much over $100,000 insur- 


ance on the building and contents, ac- 
cording to the statement of the treasury 
officials. There was $400,005 on the capi- 
itol building while the state library was in 
it. Since that time the library has been 
removed to another structure, and the in- 
surance on the legislative halls has been 
reduced to §00,000. In addition to this there 
is §123.000 carried on all the state build- 
ings. A portion of this is on the capitol, 
but how much the treasury offiiials are 
Tinalile to say. They think that there is not 
over $.'100,000 on the legislative building. 


A report was in circulation that the fire 


was caused by the electric light wires. 'In 
r.u interview with the officers of the Har- 
risburg Electric company they stated that 
it did not and could not have originated 
in that way. The building was rewired 
several years ago at the time the insurance 
was placed. The wiring was installed un- 
der the rules and regulations of the board 
of fire underwriters, and was carefully in- 
spected and approved. The odor of smoke 
was apparent to a number of the senators 
.•tad ejaployes from one to two hours be- 
fore the fire was discovered. Had it been 
caused by contact of wires the fire would 
have been apparent in a very short time. 
The theory which has the most founda- 
tion in fact is that it originated from the 
open hearth fire in the lieutenant gover- 
nor's room and burned under the fl'por 


| aloag the joists to the hall partition 


where It was discovered. 


The house was in session and the senate 


was about to convene after a few minutes' 
recess when the names were discovered. 
Smoke could be seen in small volumes 
pouring out into the capitol grounds from 
the house windows. The members were 
not mindful of it until the great clouds 
rolled by the window. Instantly there 
was a motion to adjourn, and all was con- 
sternation. 


In the senate the members were lolling 


about in their seats. The place began to 
smell of smoke, and soon dense clouds 
rolled "down the rear elevator shaft Sen- 
ator John Grady, of Philadelphia, quickly 
warned the senators, and there was a gen- 
eral hustle to remove effects. Fire alarms 
were sent in, and soon the dignified senate 
was a mass of howling men. Desks were 
being jerked loose and carried oat. The 
same work was going on In the house j 
chamber. 
j 


Out in the grounds great crowds quickly 


gathered. The flames were then shooting 
o;it of the roof over the lieutenant gov- 
ernor's chamber, where the fire originated, 
The fire department was slow to arrive, 
and the hosemen about the capitol were 
doing their utmost to check the blaze. It 
wus useless, as the fire licked np the little 
streams. At last the local companies 
started streams on the senate wing roof, 
now a sheet of flames, but the water had 
hardly force enough to reach the blaze. 


K-ijiidly the flames destroyed the roof 


and ate their way down Into the senate 


{ chamber, and soon the men who were 


trying to recover property were driven 
out. The flames shot along the senate 
roof, wound themselves about the dome 
and on the roof of the house chamber. Al- 
though there was a heavy rain and snow 
falling tho woodwork burned like kind- 
ling wood. Soon there was a fire in every 
portion of the building and there was no 
hope for the historic structure. 


During the lire numerous people were 


injured by falling timbers and by several 
liulo explosions caused by different 
things, though no one was fatally in- 
jured. For a time it looked as though the 
adjoining department buildings would 
be destroyed, but a shifting wind saved 
them. The on«ir<» blaze was confined to 
the d'-pitol building.

l Republican Senator Introduces HU Inter- 


national Agresir.cnt Resolution. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—The feature of 


the senate proceedings yesterday was a 
very spirited debate on the conference re- 
port on the immigration bill. Mr. Gibson, 
of Maryland, opposed the report, and Mr. 
Lodse defended it. 
After two hours' 


struggle the report went over and the 
Nicaragua canal bill was taken up, Mr. 
Vilas continuing hig remarks. Mr. Tel- 
ler, of Colorado, also entered the debate 
in opposition to the measure. Early in 
the day Mr. Chandler introduced a reso- 
lution stating that the government should 
steadily direct its efforts to secure and 
maintain the use of silver as vrcll as gold 
as standard money, with free coinage of 
each, under international agreement. 


The day in the house was very dull, the 


whole day being devoted to appropriation 
bills. The diplomatic and consular bill 
was passed and considerable progress was 
made with the District of Columbia bill. 
The bill as passed carries $1.073,708. Reso- 
lutions arranging for the formal canvass- 
ing of the electoral vote of the last presi- 
dential election on Wednesday next were 
adopted. 


Tbe Cruiser Brooklyn'* Mishap. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 1.—The United 


States cruiser Brooklyn, the latest pride 
of a peerless navy calculated to withstand 
the fiercest onslaught of shot and shell, 
today Jies almost utterly helpless because 
of a narrow ledge of sunken rock in the 
Delaware, above Marcus Hook, Pa., on 
Which she struck heavily Saturday after- 
noon. Her lower double compartments 
forward were completely stove in, and it 
was only by the merest good fortune that 
the big vessel did .not shtk. This would 
undoubtedly have been the result had not 
her inner compartments successfully with- 
stood the shock. As it was she was pulled 
clear of the rocks, and is now tied to the 
big stone ice breakers at Marcus Hook, 
and is thus protected from the heavy Ice 
gorges in mid river. 


Three Friends Charged with Piracy. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—Attorney General 


Harmon has given Instructions to the 
United States attorney at Jacksonville, 
Phi., to at once proceed against the alleged 
filibuster, Three Friends, under section 
4,897 of the revised statutes, for engaging 
In an act of piracy. It is the understand- 
ing of the department that the Three 
Friends, some weeks ago, while on a fili- 
bustering expedition, carryinic arms and 
ammunition and a mounted cannon on 
her decks, was pursued by a Spanish ves- 
sel, and in making her escape fired one or 
more shots at her pursuer. Whether shots 
were actually fired or not, the contention 
Is that she was so armed as to clearly 
bring her within the terms of section 4,297. 


Premier lAtirler Wants Closer Relations. 


ORILLIA, Onfe, Feb. 3.— Premier Laurier 


has for the first time definitely stated as 
the present government's platform "bet- 
ter trade relations with the United States," 
and explains his willingness to stand or 
fall with it. He said the government was 
not going to approach their neighbors to 
the south in a cringing manner, asking 
for favors, or as annexationists, but as 
Canadians and British subjects looking 
for friendly trade relations. In reference 
to the alien labor law. he thought it un- 
worthy of any civilized nation, and he had 
hoped to see the United States do away 
with it this year, but instead he found 
they were making it even stricter.

H Ait ill situ kg, Feb. 2.—The legislative 
halls aro in ruins. A now structure m ust 
riso from the ashes that has served as a 
jnnoting place of the legislature slnco 1880. 
The flam os have eaten up $1,500.000 worth 
of property. 
Tho inefficiency of tho K ar­ 
ri nburg fire departm ent is blamed. 


There is not much over $100,000 insur­ 
ance on tho building and contents, ac­ 
c o r d in g to the statem ent of tho treasury 
officials. 
There was $400,000 on tho capi- 
ifcol building while tho state library was in 
it. Since th at time tho library has been 
removed to another structure, and the in­ 
surance on tho legislative halls has beon 
reduced to $00,000. In addition to this there 
is $12t>.000 carried on all tho stato build­ 
ings. 
A portion of this is on tho capitol, 
but how m uch the treasury offiiials are 
unable to say. They think th a t there is not 
ovor £100,uou on tho legislative building. 


A report was in circulation th at tho fire 
waft caused by the electric light wiros. *In 
an interview w ith tho officers of the H a r­ 
risburg Electric company they stated th a t 
it did not and could not have originated 
in that way. 
Tho building was rewired 
several years ago at tho time tho insurance 
was placed. The wiring was installed un- 
dor the rules and regulations of the board 
of fire underwriters, and was carefully in ­ 
spected and approved. Tho odor of smoko 
was apparent to a num ber of the senators 
and employes from one to two hours be­ 
fore tho fire was discovered. 
H ad it been 
caused by contact of wires tho fire would 
havo boon apparent in a very short time. 
The theory which has the m ost founda­ 
tion in fact is th at it originated from the 
open hearth flro in tho lieutenant gover­ 
nor’s room and burned under the flpor 
along tho joists to the hall partition 
where It was discovered. 


The house was in session and the senate 
was about to convene after a few minutes* 
roccss when tho flames were discovered. 
Smoko could be seen in small volumes 
pouring out into the capitol grounds from 
tho house windows. 
The members were 
not m indful of it until the great clouds 
roiled by tho window. 
Instantly there 
was a motion to adjourn, and all was con­ 
sternation. 


In the senate tho members were lolling 
about in their seats. 
The place began to 
smell of smoko, and soon dense elouds 
rolled down tho rear elevator shaft. 
Sen­ 
ator John Grady, of Philadelphia, quickly 
warned the senators, and there was a gen­ 
eral hustle to removo effects. Fire alarm s 
wore sent in, and soon the dignified senate 
was a mass of howling men. 
Desks were 
being jerked loose and carried out. 
The 
samo work was going on in the house 
chamber. 


Out in tho grounds great crowds quickly 
gathered. 
Tno flames were then shooting 
oat of the roof ovor tho lieutenant gov­ 
ernor's chamber, where the lire originated. 
Tho lire departm ent was slow to arrive, 
and the hosemen about tho capitol were 
doing their utm ost to check tho blaze. 
I t 
was useless, as tho lire licked up the little 
streams. 
A t last the local companies 
started streams on the senate w ing roof, 
now a sheet of flames, b u t the w ater had 
hardly force enough to reach tho blaze. 


Rapidly tho llames destroyed the roof 
and ate their way down into the senate 
chamber, and soon the men who were 
trying to recover property were driven 
out. 
The flames shot along the senate 
roof, wound themselves about tho dome 
and on the roof of the house chamber. Al­ 
though there was a heavy rain and snow 
failing tho woodwork burned like kind­ 
ling wood. 
Soon there was a fire in every 
portion of tho building and there was no 
hope for tho historic structure. 


During tho lire num erous people wore 
injured by falling tim bers and by several 
little 
explosions 
caused 
by 
different 
things, though no one was fatally in­ 
jured. 
For a time it looked as though the 
adjoining departm ent buildings would 
bo destroyed, but a shifting wind saved 
them. 
Tho entire blaze was confined to 
the capitol building. 


A meeting of Governor Hastings, A t­ 
torney General McCormick,

Mylin was hold last night to arrange tem- 
poiary quarters for tho senate and house.

A bout 100 foet south is tho 
modern granito building known as tho ex­ 
ecutive building, recently erected at acost 
of nearly 81,000,000 for tho accommodation 
of tho governor, attorney general and soc- 
rotary of sïulo.

The C ruiser B rooklyn’* Mishap, 


P hiladelphia, Feb. 
1.—Tho United 
States cruiser Brooklyn, the latest pride 
of a peerless navy calculated to w ithstand 
the fiercest onslaught of shot and shell, 
today lies alm ost utterly holploss because 
of a narrow lodge of sunken rock in the 
Delaware, above Marcus Hook, Pa., on 
which she struck heavily Saturday after­ 
noon. Her lower doublo compartments 
forward wore completely stove in, and it 
was only by the merest good fortune th at 
the big vessel did not sidk. 
This would 
undoubtedly have been the result had not 
her inner compartments successfully w ith­ 
stood the shock. As it was she was pulled 
clear of tho rociis, and is now tied to the 
big stone ice breakers at Marcus Hook, 
and is thus protected from the heavy ice 
gorges in m id river.

Three Friends Charged w ith Piracy. 
W ashington, Feb. S.—Attorney General 
H arm on has given Instructions to tho 
United States attorney at Jacksonville, 
Fla., to a t once proceed against the alleged 
filibuster, Three Friends, under section 
4,297 of the revised statutes, for engaging 
in an act of piracy. 
It is the understand­ 
ing of the departm ent that the Three 
Friends, some weeks ago, while on a fili­ 
bustering expedition, carrying arms and 
am m unition and a mounted cannon on 
her decks, was pursued by a Spanish ves­ 
sel, and in m aking her escape fired one or 
more shots a t her pursuer. W hether shots 
were actually fired or not, tho contention 
Is th a t sho was so armed as to clearly 
bring her w ithin tho terms of section 4,¡¿97. 


P re m ie r L au rler W ants Closer Relation«. 


O r illia , Ont., Feb. 3.—Premier Laurier 
has for tho first tim e definitely stated as 
the present governm ent’s platform “bet­ 
ter trade relations with the United States,” 
and explains his willingness to stand or 
fall w ith it. 
He said tho government was 
not going to approach their neighbors to 
tho south in a cringing manner, asking 
for favors, or as annexationists, but as 
Canadians and British subjects looking 
for friendly trade relations. In reference 
to tho alien labor law, I10 thought it u n ­ 
worthy of any civilized nation, and he had 
hoped to see tho United States do away 
w ith it this year, b u t instead he found 
they were m aking it even stricter.

to produce anything, will crowd and 
stunt it. 
On tho contrary, if the 


seeds nre close enough together and 
the soil is in good enough tilth and 
richness to make a clover plant each 
two or three inches square of space, 
the clover will go very far towards 
crowding out the annual weeds, like 
ragweed and charlock.

Tery early, bat their early growth is 
slow,

hidden under the broad leaf of clover 
when it gets its third, fourth and tilth 


ually lessening the labor of those we 
wish to "turn out" for tho winter. To 
prevent excessive stocking 1'or a few 
weeks after labor ceases is not an easy 
matter.

MANAGEMENT OF HOUSE 
PLANTS. 


"Keeping plants indoors in living 


rooms is something that a great many 
persons make a lamentable failure of," 
said an old florist, "and the reason is 
that they overlook some of the very 
simplest rules that govern the vegeta- 
tion and blooming of plants. 
They 


subject them to extremes of wet and 
dryuess, heat und cold, and allow the 
soil in them to become hard and 
baked, or sour and sodden, which lust 
btate is absolutely fatal to the boauty 
and health of plants, if it does not de- 
stroy them altogether. Perfect drain- 
age, 
abundance of light and warmth 


and a moderate amount of moisture 
are required for their best develop- 
ment. The soil must be fairly rich 
and nutritious, but free from "crude 
materials. 
Well-rotted sod and very 


old stable roluge, with a small amount 
of sand to keep the mass from packing, 
will bo .onnd the most desirable. Ge- 
raniums and verbenas do best in a mod- 
erately ciiul atmosphere, and may be 
given the places where there is the 
least sunshine and heat. 


"Blossoms should not remain too 


long upon the plants. 
They exhaust 


the vitality of the vegetable sj stern, 
and, 
in consequence, there is a dwin- 


dling and unthriftiness, and the house- 
keeper wonders why her plants are 
failures. 


"In nothing is the advantage of 


free pruning more clearly shown than 
in the management of the window 
garden. 
Constant attention to re- 


moving dead leaves and the flowers as 
soon as they have reached their prime 
will, all other things being equal, re- 
sult in a fine return of periect blooms, 
frse growth of plant and a condition 
3f vigor and hardiness that marks the 
productions of the expert. 
Perhaps 


the most common mistake in the rear- 
ing of house plants is the soil in which 
they are potted. 


"It is the easiest thing in the world 


to have ever at hand an abundant sup- 
ply of potting earth, and as the uu- 
tutnn is an excellent time to begin the 
accumulation, a few hints may nofe 
come amiss. 


"A large box or bin may be built in 


some convenient place under shelter, 
aud into this all dead leaves, sod, 
plant stalks and decayed wood and 
similar vegetable matter are to be 
thrown. The soapsuds from the week- 
ly wash will be a very important ad- 
dition if it can be poured over the 
mass without draining through.

Gold by the Yard, 


The beating of the innumerable lit­ 
tle square pieces of gold v, hich are 
used to cover domes and signs, and so 
on, forms a distinct industry iL the 
gold trade which employs a large 
number of hands and» requires no 
small amount of skill. 


The long, low buildingin which the 
work is carried on is filled throughout 
the day with the sound of hammers. 
On every side little boxes containing 
tiny rolls of gold are to be seen,which, 
although only measuring an inch and 
a half in length, are each worth about 
$50. 
The gold is received in bars 
one-eighth of an inch in thickness, an 
inch in width and 
weighing 
240 
pennyweights. 
This is rolled out into 
a ribbon thirty yards in length. 


It is then giv.2n to the workmen in j 
strips measuring seven yards, each of 
which is cut into 180 pieces. 
These 
are now ready to be beaten out by 
hand. 
They are placed (protected by 
fine skins) in a tool known as the 
clutch, and are thoroughly pounded 
out on a groat granite block set in the 
ground in such a way that there is ab­ 
solutely no vibratory movement. The 
process is repeated several times, the 
gold as it spreads bein" continually 
subdivided until it is of the exact di­ 
mensions required. 


Tho skins in which tho gold is beaten 
are so delicate that tiny will tear as 
easily as paper, nevertheless they aro 
of so fine a quality that tin y will with­ 
stand the continual hammering for 
several years. 
Tho gold, which is 
finally boaten down to 1M0,000th of 
an inch, is rubbed with “ brine” be­ 
fore being placed m th ‘ skins, in 
order that it shall not adhere to them. 


Easy as this work of beating out the 
gold may seem, it j.«, iu reality, an 
art of a very delicate description. The 
workman must know to a nicety pre­ 
cisely how hard or gentle the blows of 
his hammer must be, and also the ex­ 
act spot on which they should fall. 
Accordingly a very supt nor class of 
men aro employed iu the business.— 
Pearson’s Weekly, 


Wasps JJoiciid L'mvs,

OIL SPILLED ON TIIE CART*ET* 


If a careless maid in filling tho 
many lamps now so popular about a 
houso spills the oil or allows it to run 
down upon tho carpet, it is well to 
wipe up as much of tho oil as possiblo 
from tho carpet; then sprinklo tho 
spot with buckwheat flour or corn- 
meal, and pin a paper or cloth over it. 
About five hours later sweep up all tho 
meal, sprinkle afresh and cover as be­ 
fore. 
This operation must bo re­ 
peated twice a day until the oil has all 
been absorbod. 
Tho length of time 
will, of course, depend upon the quan­ 
tity of greaso taken up by the carpet. 


MANAGEMENT OF HOUSE 
PL ANTS • 


“ Keeping plants indoors in living- 
rooms is something that a great rnauv 
persons make a lamentable failure of,” 
said an old florist, “and the reason is 
that they overlook somo of tho very 
simplest rulos that govern tho vecrota- 
tion and blooming of plants. 
They 
subject them to extremes of wet and 
dryness, heat and cold, and allow tho 
soil in them to become hard and 
baked, or sour and sodden, which last 
state is absolutely fatal to tho beauty 
and health of plants, if it does uot de­ 
stroy them altogether. Perfect drain­ 
age, abundance of light and warmth 
and a moderate amount of moisture 
are required for their best develop­ 
ment. 
Tho soil must be fairly rich 
and nutritious, but free from crude 
materials. 
Well-rotted sod and very 
old stable roluge, with a small amount 
of sand to keep the mass from packing, 
will bo .onnd the most desirable. 
Ge­ 
raniums and verbenas do best in a mod­ 
erately cool atmosphere, and may be 
given tho places where thero is the 
least sunshine and heat. 


“Blossoms should not remain too 
long upon the plants. 
They exhaust 
the vitality of the vegetable sjstem, 
and, in consequence, there is a dwin­ 
dling and unthriftiness, and tho house­ 
keeper wonders why her plants are 
failures. 


“In nothing is the advantage of 
free pruning more clearly shown than 
in the management of tho window 
garden. 
Constant attention to re­ 
moving dead leaves and the flowers as 
soon as they have reached their prime 
will, all other things being equal, re­ 
sult in a fine return of periect blootns, 
fr3e growth of plant and a condition 
Df vigor and hardiness that marks the 
productions of the expert. 
Perhaps 
the most common mistake in the rear­ 
ing of house plants is the soil in which 
they are potted. 


“ it is the easiest thing in the world 
to have ever at hand an abundant sup­ 
ply of potting earth, and as the au­ 
tumn is an excellent time to be^in the 
accumulation, a few hints may not 
come amiss. 


“ A large box or bin may bo built in 
some convenient place umler shelter, 
and into this all dead leaves, sod, 
plant stalks and decayed wood and 
similar vegetable matter are to be 
thrown. Tho soapsuds from the weok- 
ly wash will be a very important ad­ 
dition if it can be poured over the 
mass without draining through. 
One 
of the very best compost deposits is 
made with a bottom built like a cis­ 
tern. 
A basin of any desired depth 
may be prepared to hold the drainage, 
which maj again and again be poured 
over the soil. 
As it settles more 
leaveB and other matter may be added. 
A load of very lino and old stable 
manure, thoroughly rotted aud dis­ 
integrated is to be thrown upon the 
heap. 
When well mixed and pulver­ 
ized it is ready for use. 
Mixed with 
equal parts of black muck from an ad­ 
jacent swamp, it is an ideal soil in 
which strong growing and luxuriant 
plants will flourish and astonish the 
painstaking householder who has taken 
the trouble to furnish them with the 
requisite subsistence. 


“House plants kept in largo pots 
should bo washed off or sprmUlod all 
over at least once every week, and as 
oiter as this should be placol in a tub 
of warm water and allowed to remain 
at least half an hour that the roots 
may become thoroughly saturated. 
It 
is frequently the case that the inner 
portion of tho roots aud the ball of 
earth arouud them become so dry that 
oidinary waterin': does not penetrate 
them.ifcs,”—New Tork Ledger,

The Carolina Mining 
Company, with a huge and valuable 
plant, has gone out of business. In 
one year it has paid the state $340,000 
in royalties. The great storm of 1893 
had much to do with injuring this in- 
dustry, in which for twenty years prior 
to 1890 South Carolina had a practical 
monopoly so far as European markets 
were concerned, but its stagnation has 
come from other causes. 
Formerly 


Europe paid from $6 to #8 a ton for 
Carolina rock, and took all that was 
sent. Now European markets pay from 
$2 to $3.25, and last year South Caro- 
lina sent only 65,000 tons, while Al- 
geria sent 118,000 and Florida 265,- 
ooo tons. In home markets Tennes- 
see is also a competitor.

ment in companies that seem about to 
go out of business is very large.

IK REGARD TO CLEARING THE PAVEMENTS 


OF SNOW, ICE, ETC. 


SECTION 1.—Be it ordained by the Burfress and 


Town Council of the Borough of McSherrys- 
town and it is hereby ordained by authority of 
the same. That it shall be the doty of every 
person, incorporate or public institution using 
or in any manner occupying or using any house, 
store, shops, factory, stable or tenement, and 
of persons having charge of churches and public 
buildings of every description within the limits 
ot this Borough, or of owners of unoccupied 
houses or vacant lots situate on any streets hav- 
ing pavements or footwalks. to remove or cause 
to oe removed from the foot pavements in front 
of their respective premises any snow, bail, sleet 
or ice within five working hours after the same 
may have ceased to fall or be formed thereon 
unless the same be so congealed that it cannot 
be removed without injury to the pavement; 
and also open and clear the gutters in front of 
their respective properties of snow, ice or slush 
at the same time; Provided, That if the five 
hours herein allowed shall not have expired at 
six o'clock, P. M., it shall be the duty of the 
persons aforesaid to remove the snow, hail, ice 
or sleet as aforesaid before ten o'clock the next 
day. And upon failure of any one to comply 
with the provisions <<f this ordinance he or she 
shall be liable to a fine of Three Dollars and the 
costs of removing the same, to be collected as all 
like sums are now by law recoverable. 


SECTION 2.—All Ordinances or parts of Ordin- 


ances laconsistent herewith are hereby repealed.

House, or in tho Yard, 


HE ingenious 
devices f 
cooking dinners by tho aid 
merely a few wires and an u 
seen electrical current aro b 
ginniug to find their way into t 
kitchens of many New York millio. 
aires. 


In ono house uptown tho dau&ht 
of the family pours tea from a kett)j 
heated by electricity, and her room \ 
supplied with a curling iron als 
heated by electrical energy. 
But th 
electrical kitchen is the chief object 
interest. 


The cooking stove bears very littl 
resemblance to an ordinary range, 
is very much cleaner and is in all wa 
a marvel of convenience. 
Tho electri 
Btove in actual use consists of a sul 
stantial table on which stand the hea 
generators wherewith the cooking i 
done. 
Beneath the tables are a serie 
of ovens, each of which is provide» 
with a separate heat generator ot it 
own. 
The back of the range is ai 
ranged with a broad sholf, on whict 
other 
heat generators aro placed) 
There, also, is the keyboard whic! 
regulates the strength of current an* 
the temperature of the stove. 
Th 
wires, which are wound with gree1 
silk and carefully insulated to preve 
an accident, are attached at one end t 
little copper posts in exactly the sain 
way as the wires of a telegraph instr 
ment. 
Tho other ends are fastened t> 
the heat generators beneath the sauce 
pans or boilers. The current is turned 
off or on by turning a little key lik, 
those on the incandescent light lamps 
Anyone can start a good baking fir- 
in this way with his eyes shut. 
Thor* 
is no chance of tho fire going out whei 
the weather is damp, or of its smok 
ing, or becoming stopped by clinkers) 
One curious feature of the electrij 
cal stove is that it is supplied with ay 
many different fires, or heat genera 
tors, as there are dishgs to be cooked, 
Instead of thoro being one large sur­ 
face heated all over, as in the case of 
ordinary kitchen ranges, each kettle, 
or saucepan, is separately connected, 
and provided with a heating appara 
ratus of its own. 
This, of course, 
gives the electrical stove a very un-f 
usual appearance. 
There may be, for 
instance, a kettle of soup boiling over 
on one side, and next to it an icel 
cream freezer in which tho cream is* 
being rapidly frozen by the electrical 
energy which churns it. 


An ingenious cook can find all sort 
of possibilities in this apparatus.* It 
is quite possible, for example, to have 
any dish cooking on a side table. 
In 
fact, tho various cooking utensils may 
be carried all over the house and setf 
going by turning a switch. 
If the 
cook wishes to prepare a dish of sauer-1 
kraut tho wire may be easily length­ 
ened and the cooking carried on in‘ 
some remoto spot in the back yard or 
the sub-cellar. 


The vexations of housekeeping aro 
reduced to a minimum by the electri­ 
cal stove. 
It gives out no coal dust, 
and the new kitchen resembles a par* 
lor moro than the overheated, smoky 
kitchens wo are all familiar with. 
A 
little practice soon teaches one tha 
trick of operating it. At first it seemn 
difficult to the uninitiated to calculate 
what voltage will cook an egg, roast a 
turkey or bako bread to the dosired 
color. 
Bus tho ordinary cook soon 
loses all fear of the complex appa­ 
ratus. 


The electrical kitchen is also pro­ 
vided with an electrical glue pot, and 
tho laundry is equipped with electric 
irons. 
The cooking utensils of tho 
electric range include ovens of va­ 
rious sizes, a chafing dish, tea kettle, 
griddle iron for baking cakes, and a 
broiler for meats.—New York Journal.

sured Senator Quay all along that the 
Adams county members would not be 
for Wanamaker.” 


Phosphate Inspector Jones, of South 
Carolina, shows in his latest report that 
the State’s revenue from phosphates has 
shrunk from $240,000 in 1890 to $60,• 
000. 
Last year, to keep the compan­ 
ies going, the royalty was reduced lrom 
i i to 50 cents a ton. 
Now Governor 
Evans recommends a further reduction 
to 25 cents. 
The Carolina Mining 
Company, with a huge and valuable 
plant, has gone out of business. 
In 
one year it has paid the state $340,000 
in royalties. 
The great storm of 1893 
had much to do with injuring this in­ 
dustry, in which for twenty years prior 
to 1890 South Carolina had a practical 
monopoly so far as European markets 
were concerned, but its stagnation has 
come from other causes. 
Formerly 
Europe paid from $6 to $8 a ton for 
Carolina rock, and took all that was 
sent. Now European markets pay from 
$2 to $3.25, and last year South Caro­ 
lina sent only 65,000 tons, while Al­ 
geria sent 118,000 and Florida 265,- 
000 tons. 
In home markets Tennes­ 
see is also a competitor. 
The invest­ 
ment in companies that seem about to 
go out of business is very large.

IK REGARD TO CLKARING THK PAVEMENTS 
OF SNOW, ICE, KTC. 


S ection 1.—Be it ordained by tho Burgess and 
Town Counoil of tho Borough of McSherrys- 
town and it is hereby ordained by authority of 
the same, That it shall be tho duty of every 
person, incorporate or public institution using 
or in any manner occupying or using any house, 
storo, shops, factory, stable or tenement, ana 
of persons having charge of churches and public 
buildings of every description within the limits 
ot this Borough, or of owners of unoccupied 
houses or vacant lots situate on any streets hav­ 
ing pavements or footwalks, to remove or cause 
to do removed from tho foot pavements in front 
of their respective premises any snow, hail, sleet 
or ice within five working hours after tho same 
may have ceased to fall or be formed thereon 
unless tho same bo so congealed that it cannot 
bo removed without injury to tho pavement; 
and also open and clear tho gutters ia front of 
their respective properties of snow, ice or slush 
at tho same time; Provided, That if the five 
hours herein allowed shall not have expired at 
six o'clock, P* M„ it shall be the duty of tho 
persons aforesaid to remove the snow, hail, ice 
or sleet as aforesaid before ten o’clock tho next 
day. And upon failuro of any one to comply 
with tho provisions of this ordinance he or she 
shall be liable to a fine of Three Dollars and the 
costs of removing tho same, to be collected as all 
like sums are now by law recoverable. 


Section 2.-—All Ordinances or partB of Ordin­ 
ances inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed.

the mystery of the "dowsers." You 
may not kuow what a dowser is, and 
when yon do know, you will probably 
discredit the existence of such a per- 
son. A dowser is a man, or woman, 
who is possessed of some carious oc- 
cult force which gives the owner the 
power to locate hidden streams ol 
water flowing 200 or 400 feet beneath 
the surface of the earth. A dowser 
can walk over an unknown piece of 
country and point out the exact spot 
where a well or pipe can be sunk. He 
can tell the exact depth at which 
water will be found, and also the num- 
ber of gallons an hour which can be 
pumped up. 


Dowsers are scientifically termed 


hydroscopists. The presence of sub- 
terranean water has a peculiar ellect 
upon their nervous systems. 
The 


dowser, when prosecuting his work, 
always carries a hazel twig in his 
hands. When he reaches a spot where 
water is flowing underneath the hazel 
twig bends and points downward. 
This sounds fantastic and unreal, but 
the truth of it must be acknowledged 
or the testimony of some of the most 
respected British peers doubted. The 
psychic folks, -who have been investi- 
gating the dowser mysterj', have col- 
lected a mass of corroborative facts 
from scores of great land owners and 
men who stand high in the opinion of 
the public. These men are either liars 
ar the doings of the dowsers are real. 


There are five or sis professional 


dowsers in England, and the leader of 
these is a young man of thirty, named 
Leicester Gataker. 
He is accumulat- 


ing a fortune by his cuiiouswork, and 
he is kept BO busy that he employs 
forty assistants, who complete the 
work his strange faculties map out. 
Dowsers have recently been employed 
by such august personages as the 
Duke of Kutland, the Duke of Beau- 
fort, the Duke of Grafton, Lord Jer- 
sey, Sir E. Welby Gregory, and a host 
af others of like prominence. Dowsers 
demand rich pay, and it would seem 
that if people of the caliber of those 
just named did not have iailh in the 
irt they would not take cognizance of 
it by patronizing it, and paying well 
for it, too. 


It is practically agreed among those 


who have studied the matter that the 
gift is not only racial with the Brit- 
ish, but sectional, as all of the dow- 
sers come from the west and south 
country of England. This is account- 
ed for by the fact that dowsing has 
existed in the Cornish mine sections 
for centuries. It is claimed that some 
dowsers are able to tell of the presence 
of tin and other metals beneath the 
earth's surface by using the hazel 
twig, or divining rod, as it nsed to be 
called. 
Such a faculty would, of 


course, be of vast benefit to a mine- 
owner, as he could discover the pres- 
ence of metal without first going to 
the expense of sinking a shaft. 


More than a score of books have 


been written on the subject, several 
of them by American students of the 
art, and from some of these it is 
learned that in olden times wielders 
of the divining rod used it for a vari- 
ety of purposes, often times with 
success. It was commonly employed 
for the solution of mysterious mur- 
ders and for the hunting down of 
criminals. In France it was used in 
the last century, but the priests 
frowned upon it, and eventually the 
practice was abolished.

The Kite Balloon.

John Davis Long was born in Buck- 


field, Me., Oct. 27, 1838. 
He graduated at 


Harvard in 1857, faugKf till 1859, studied 
law, was admitted to the bar in 1861, 
practiced in Brickfield, and settled in Boa- 
ton in 1862. In 1869 he removed to Hing- 
ham, but retained his office in Boston. He 
was a member of the Massachusetts house 
of representatives in 1875-78, and served 
the last three years as its speaker. In 1879 
lie was lieutenant governor, and governor 
In 1880-82. He was elected as a Republican 
to the Forty-eighth, Forty-ninth ant 
Fiftieth congresses. Governor Long pub- 
lished a translation of Virgil's Aneid in 
1879. 


James Wilson was born in Ayrshire, 


Scotland, Aug. 16, 1835. He came to this 
country in 1851, re- 
ceived a liberal ed- 
ucation and be- 
came a farmer. He 
was a member of 
the Iowa state leg- 
islature from 1867 
to 1873 and speak- 
er two sessions, 
and then became 
a regent of the 
State university. 
He was elected to 
the 
Forty-third 


and Forty-fourth 
congresses, 
serv- 


ing on the com- 
JAMES F. 


rnittees on agriculture and war claims, 
and was re-elected to the Forty-eighth 
congress. He has always been interested 
in agricultural pursuits, and is now direc- 
tor of an agricultural experiment station 
in Iowa. 


The close of Mr. Wilson's last term in 


congress was marked by a dramatic inci- 
dent. His seat was contested by a Demo- 
crat, and the Republicans were filibuster- 
ing on the last day of the session to pre- 
vent the Democrats from unseating him. 
There was a bill on the calendar to pen- 
sion General Grant, who was then at the 
point of death, but it could not be brought 
up until the contest over the seat had been 
disposed of. Mr. Wilson appealed to the 
Republicans to let the Democrats unseat 
him and thus make way for General 
Grant's bill, and this was done.

against big wife, formerly Clara Ward, of 
Detroit, Mich., who eloped from Paris 
last fall with Jansky Bigo, a Hungarian 
gypsy fiddler, came up In the court at 
Charleroi yesterday for the pronounce- 
ment of judgment.

SYCHOLOGICATj sharps linvo 
been deeply stirred tho past 
few weeks, says a Loudon lot* 
ter in the Now* Orleans Pio* 
ayune/by attompta made to fathom 
the mystery of the “ dowsers.” 
You 
may not know what a dowser is, and 
when you do know, you will probably 
discredit the existence of such a per­ 
son. 
A dowser is a mau, or woman, 
who is possessed of somo curious oc­ 
cult force which gives tho owner the 
power to locate hidden streams of 
water flowing 200 or 400 feet beneath 
the surface of the earth. 
A dowser 
can walk over an unknown piece of 
country and point out tho exact spot 
where a well or pipe can be suuk. He 
can tell tho exact) dopth at which 
water will be found, auvl also the nuni* 
ber of gallons an hour which can bo 
pumped up. 


Dowsers are scientiQcally termed 
hydroscopists. 
Tho iDresonce of sub­ 
terranean water has a peculiar oiiect 
upon their nervous systems. 
The 
dowser, vlien prosecuting his work, 
always carries a hazel twig in his 
hands. When he reaches a spot where 
water is (lowing underneath the hazel 
twig bends and points downward. 
This sounds fantastic and unreal, bub 
the truth of ib must be acknowledged 
or the testimony of some of the most 
respected British peers doubted. 
Tho 
psychic folks, who have been investi­ 
gating the dowser mystery, have col­ 
lected a mass of corroborative facts 
from scores of great land ownors and 
men who stand high in tho opinion of 
tho public. These men are either liars 
Dr the doings of the dowsers are real. 


There are five or six professional 
dowsers in England, and tho leader of 
these is a young man of thirty, named 
Leicester Gataker. 
He is accumulat­ 
ing a fortune by his ouiious work, and 
lie is kept bo busy that he employs 
forty assistants, who complete tlie 
wort his strange faculties map out. 
Dowsers have recently been employod 
by such august personages as the 
Duke of Rutland, the Duke of Beau­ 
fort, the Duke of Grafton, Lord Jer­ 
sey, Sir E. Welby Gregory, and a host 
of others of like prominence. Dowsers 
demand rich pay, and it would seem 
that if people of the caliber of those 
just named did nob have faith in tho 
art they would not take cognizance of 
it by patronizing it, and paying well 
for it, too. 


It is practically agreed among those 
who have studied the matter that the 
gift is not only racial with the Brit­ 
ish, but sectional, as all of the dow­ 
sers come from the west and south 
country of England. 
This is account­ 
ed for by the fact that dowsing has 
existed m the Cornish mine sections 
for centuries. 
It is claimed that some 
dowsers aro able to tell of the presence 
of tin and other metals beneath the 
earth’s surface by using the hazel 
twig, or divining rod, as it used to bo 
called. 
Such a faculty would, of 
course, be of vast benefit to a mine- 
owner, as ho could discover tho pres­ 
ence of metal withoat iirst goihg to 
tho expense of sinking a shaft. 


More than a scoro of books have 
been written on the subject, several 
of them by American students of the 
art, and from somo of these it is 
learned that in olden times wielders 
of the divining rod used it for a vari­ 
ety of purposes, often times with 
success. 
It was commonly employed 
for tho solution of mysterious mur­ 
ders and for the hunting down of 
criminals. 
In France it was used in 
tho last century, 
but 
tho 
priests 
frowned upon it, and eventually the 
practice was abolished. 
It may be 
mentioned that in the time of the in- 
quioitions, dowsers wero pub to death 
us workers in thejblack art. 


In the sixteenth and seventeenth 
centuries dowsing was evidently an 
extensive industry. 
There is a book 
written in 1613 by the Baroness of 
Beausoleil, in which she gives a list of 
150 mines discovered by herself and 
her husband by use of the divining 
rod. 
From 1550 to 1700 no less than 
forty-six separate works on the sub­ 
ject of dowsing wero published, and 
when it is remembered that book 
writing and printing in those days 
were iare things, the importanc3 oi 
the subject can be imagined. 


Tho Kite Balloon, 


Experiments have just been made in 
Berlin with a so-called "kite balloon,n 
invented by a German oliicer. 
The 
principal part of the balloon has a 
cylindrical form, widening out below 
so as to form a kind of rudder or tail, 
which is intended to steer the cylin­ 
drical part in a certain direction. Tho 
balloon is surrounded in the usual way 
with a net,to which the car is attached. 
Bomo twenty yards above tho large 
ballcon is a small aerostat,in the shape 
of a "kite,” which serves to indicate 
the direction of the wind in the upper 
strata of the atmosphere. 
Tho exper­ 
iments have given quite satisiaotory 
results.

Found the Cap o f the Sphinx.

The íiíuuoR have eaten up $1,500.UU0 worth 
of proporty. 
The iueilloieucy of the Har- 
rinhurp: lire doparfcmeufc is blamed. 


Thoro is not muoh over $100,000 insur- 
ance on the building and contents, ac- 
cordinfr to the statement of the treasury 
olilcialfl. There was $4u0,000 ou the capi- 
itolbuildiuf? while the state library was in 
it. Since that time tho library has been 
removed to another structure, and the in- 
Burance ou tho legislative halls has been 
reduced to SiiO,000. In addition to this there 
is $lSj.000 carried on all the stato build- 
ings. A portion of this is on tlae capitol, 
but how much the treasury offiiials are 
unable to say. Tliey think that there is not 
over J'lOO.Oüü ou tho legislative building. 


A report was in circulation tliat tho ilro 
Wixficaused by the electric light wires. *In 
an interview with tho officers of the Har- 
risburg Electric company they stated that 
it did not and could not have originated 
in that way. 
The building was rewired 
several years ago at the time tho insurance 
was placed. The wiring was installed un- 
der the rules and regulations of the board 
of lire underwriters, and was carefully in- 
spected and approved. The odor of smoke 
was apparent to a number of the senators 
and employes from one to two hours be- 
fore tho lire was dl.-^coverod. Had it been 
caused by contact of wires the ñre would 
have boon apparent in a very short time. 
The theory which has the most founda- 
tion in fact is that It originated from the 
opon hearth Üre in the lieutenant gover- 
nor's room and burned under the flpor 
iiloug the joists to the hall partition 
where It was discovered. 


The house was in session and the senate 
was about to convene after a few minutes' 
recess when the ñames were discovered. 
Sinoke could be seen In small volumes 
ptmring out into the capitol grounds from 
tho iiouso windows.

NOHRISTOWN, Pa., Fob. 3.—John Baker,

"Some housekeepers are as much in- 
terested in the color of their bread as 
they are in the other qualities of tho 
fiour used by them," observed an ex- 
tensive baker, "and aro consequently 
anxious to know tho exact color tho 
broad will bo when made from tho 
flour thoy buy. My experience is that 
the color that fiour will give to bread 
can best bo ascertained by placina: ar 
flattened ball of dough made therefrom 
on a piece of colorless window glass 
and allowing it to stand twenty-four 
hours. By then looking at the bottom 
of the ball of dough through th^ glass 
on which it rests, the exact color will 
be seen. 
This is the test given by tho 
Commissary Department ot tho army 
to ofiicers whose duties are to buy 
fiour which is to be used by tho army. 
It is perfecb in its character, and is so 
simple that ho or sho who runs can 
read it. 
Personally, I do not care 
much about the oolor of bread, but 
many 
do, and these aesthetic tastes 
havo to 
bo gratified. 
Whon flour 
makes 'pretty bread' it always does so 
at the expense of other things, and 
many of tho best qualities of the wheat 
are taken from it, of tho things that 
make bono and muscle, so that 'pretty 
broad' is not exactly the best for food 
alter all."—Washington Star, 


rrhnltlvo 3I<5tIioiJs of Minting:. 


The early methods of coining money 
woro.exceeding imperfect, Tho motal, 
having been brought to the required 
standard of firmneas/ was melted and 
east into small bars, which was re- 
duced into thin plates under tho ham- 
mer. 
Square pieces cut from ^theso 
plates were rounded at tho forgo and 
then by means of rudo dies—ono fixed 
liko an anvil to a block and tho other 
held in tho hand ' and struck with a 
mallet like a punch—tho round lump 
of metal was flattened and coined at 
tho same time. 
The diiliculty of thus 
placing tho two dies exactly opposite 
uggeatod occasional improvements; 
but it was not till about the sixteenth 
century that tho iorgo and hammer 
gave placo in Prance and England to 
tho mill and screw, a method 
by 
whioh tho burs were reduced to their 
proper thickness by rolling and tho 
pieces were coined by tho pressure of 
screw. 
In the British mint serow 
presses impelled by steam are still 
used, while in tho United States, in 
Franco and in some other countriea 
the lover presse-i havo boon substitut- 
ed,—Detroit Free Press, 


The Mauflgemcul oi' Sunken Vessels. 


A new invention for finding the lo- 
cation of sunken vossolu is aboui to bo 
adopted by some of tho steamship 
lines, 
It consists of a buoy attached 
to a long rope, which is placed loosely 
in a suitable recoptnclo on tho vessel's 
deck. 
If tho ship sinks, tho buoy 
floats upon the surface, and tho ropo 
gradually uncoils as the cage contain- 
ing it descends. 
The theory is a very 
good one, but the x^osbibility of en- 
tangling the rope in tho rigging ^f tho 
vessel and dragging the buoy down 
with it is suggested by the fdct that 
when a ship goes down thero must bo 
a 
tremendous 
swirl 
and 
swashing 
about of water, sufiloient, at least, to 
mako tho usefulness of a buoy and any 
ordinary ropo attached to it very slim 
indeed.

CLOViSR TO DESTROY "WEEDS, 


Farmers who sow clovcr seed thinly, 
Trith 
tho expectation that 
it 
will 
eprea.l so as to J311 tho vacant spaces, 
make a great raistnko. It will spread, 
but 
so 
sloAvly 
that 
weeds, which 
abound in all soil that is rich enotrgh 
to produce anything, will crowd and 
stunt 
it. 
On 
tho 
contrary, if the 
seeds are close enough together and 
ibe soil is in good enoiigh tilth and 
xichncss to make a clover plant each 
two or three inches squaro of space, 
the clover will go very far towards 
crowding out the annual weeds, like 
ragweed and charlock. 
These 
start 
very early, but their early growth is 
slow, 
and 
they 
are 
completely 
hidden under the broad leaf of clover 
-when it gets its third, fourth and liJth 
loaves. 
Whore the clover once gets 
the start it will keep it. We have seen 
in grain lields in June or July good 
•clover growths, and have examined 
under them the soil with a microscope, 
iinding there thousands of weeda that 
had pcrminated and put out one or 
two leaves, only to bo smothered down 
by tho larger clover growth. It is well 
linown to famers that the second year 
crop of clover, if a good seeding, iills 
the soil BO that nothing else can grow. 
But the lirst year's clover crop cannot 
smother biennial weeds like red root, 
shepherd's purse and tho plantains. 
These start in the fall, and are ready 
in bjiring to mako an earlier growth 
than 
newl;y sown clover can" be.— 
ISoston Cultivator. 


ually lessening the labor of those -we 
wish to *'turn out" for tho winter. To 
prevent excessive stocking for a few 
weeks after labor ceasoa is not an casj 
matter. 
It may bo prevented from 
reaching a harmful stage by reducing 
the amount of grain fed, and by feed- 
ing boiled oats, 
with 
considerable 
bran, in the place of the ordinary 
evening meal, along with which o 
tablespoonfulof Glauber's salts m a j 
be added three or four times a week, 
except the animal be in low condition, 
when a^ tonic should take its place, 
such as iodide of iron, in dram doses, 
every night for a week or ten days. 
Some green food should also bo giveii, 
such as carrots or turnips, at noon 
during the winter months. 
Stocking 
can also be materially lessened by gen 
tie pressure of bandages from the fet 
look up to hock, applied at night and 
removed in tho morning. 
It is also 
Avell to turn tho horses out two or 
th reo hours daily when tho weather 
will allow. 
In all cases the object in 
view is to acquire the maximum of 
strength and buoyancy of spirits with 
the expenditure 
of 
the 
minimum 
amount of money nnd labor. 
Keeping 
an animal in good condition 
means 
that the body and limbs are in the 
most vigorous and healthy form. This 
oan bo accomplished only by observing 
hygienic rules. 
He should have com- 
fortable 
quarters, 
gocd 
grooming, 
good food, and proper exercise. These, 
however, he is not likely to receive on 
most farms; nor, perhaps, is so much 
care prolitable, especially the groom- 
ing, except in the case of high priced 
breeding stock and speeding horses 
that have come in from a season's cam- 
paign, to enter upon it again the fol- 
lowing spring,—Maino Farmer. 


THE FARMER'S nOG. 


Poland-China sows crossed with the 
largo English Berkshire boar produce 
pigs that are more profitable than any 
other breed or combination, writes A.

FANCIES AND FALLACIES IN AGEICUIiTUIiB. 


''Plant beans with the eye down." 
On the envelopes inclosing lima beans 
bought of most seedsmen in the Uni- 
ted States, the purchaser is advised to 
plant with the eye down, to insure suc- 
cessful vegetation. 
Having never fol- 
! lowed this advice in a successful ex 
perience of forty years, the following 
experiment was made last spring, in 
two adjacent hills. 
In one, ten beans 
were carefully placed with the 
eye 
down. In the other, ten were dropped 
in the usual woy except that care was 
taken to have none with the eve down. 
Seven plants came in tho hilfiu which 
the beans were planted with tho eye 
down, while every bean produced a 
plant in the other. 


"Early varieties of peaches bloom 
late and late varieties bloom early." 
This expression was heard so often 
that careful and accurate observations 
were made for two consecutive sea- 
sons, and a record kept of the date of 
opening of the first flowers upon forty- 
five varieties, the date of full inflores- 
cence and its completion. It was found 
that some of the earliest varieties were 
among the first to bloom, and others 
were among the last. 
Some of the 
Jail varieties were among tho first in 
flower and others among the last. 
In 
fine, there seemed to bono connection 
whatever between tho time of ripen- 
ing and tho date of 
fioweridg. 
Some 
varieties continue 
much longer in 
flower than others. 
This habit enables 
the former to escape late frosts when 
the hitter are destroyed. 
The Halo 
and Its descendant, the Alexander, are 
conspicuous examples of long con- 
tinued flowering and annual bearing. 


'Syeedling peaches are more hardy 
and reliable than budded trees." 
A 
large number of i?eedling-and budded 
trees were planted under identical con- 
ditiond. 
Seven year,-i after they ware 
planted, the percenta..(j of loss among 
the seedlings was mere than doublo 
that ot tho budded trt^es. 
The f^iiit 
born by the seedlings—which 
were 
grown from seed of choice seedling 
Jrnit—was without exception inferior 
to that from the budded trees. 
Tho 
seeding iruit ripened wiLiiin one month 
in midsummer, while the budded varie- 
lies yielded delicious fruit from May 
to November. 
The budded trees gave 
fruit in unfavorable seasons when the 
seedlings failed. 
A Hevt re frost on 
the twentieth of March uriously in 
juredtho seeiUings.-killed back the 
tops-—while the budded trees were not 
injured. 


' 'Plant potatoes with cut side do wn." 
When a bo3', assifcting in my father'» 
garden, I was required, at tho cost of 
much wasted energy, to carefully place 
each piece of potato with tho cut eido 
down. 
When I planted my first crop, 
tho potatoes were dropped like corn, 
and to the expressed surprise of the 
old planters, a perlect atund was se- 
cured. 
An experiment station report 
recommeeds 
this

The beating of the innumerable lit- 
tle square pieces of gold -ïîhich are 
used to cover domes aud signs, aud so 
on, forms a distinct industry ir. liie 
gold, trade 
which employa a largo 
number 
of hands and ^ requires no 
small amount of skill. 


The long, low buildnigin which the 
work is carried on is lilled throughout 
the day with the Found of hammers. 
On every side little boxes containing 
tiny rolls of gold nre to be seen.which'^ 
although only measuring an iuch and 
a half in length, are eacLi w o r t l i about 
§50, 
The gold is received in bars 
one-eighth of au inch in thickness, an 
inch in width 
and 
v/cighiuf* 
pennyweights. 
This is rolled out into 
a ribbon thirty yards in length. 


It is then givju to iho workmen in 
strips measuring seven yards, each of 
which is cut into LSO pieces. 
Those 
are uow ready to be beaten out by 
hand. 
They are placed (protected by 
iine skins) in 
a tool kuown as the 
clutch, and are thorou^Jjly pounded 
out on a groat granite block set iu tho 
ground in such a way that there is ab- 
solutely no vibratory movement. The 
process is repeated several times, the 
gold as it spreads bein^r continually 
subdivided uutil it is of the exact di- 
mensions requirf^d. 


Tho skins m which the gold is beaten 
are so dclicato that Ihty will tear as 
easily as paper, ucvertheiess they arc 
of eo fine a quality that tlu v vfill with- 
stand 
the continual hauilnering for 
several years. 
Tho gold, which is 
finally beaten down 
to 2')0,0ai)th of 
an inch, is rubbed with "brine" be- 
fore being placed in th' skin?, in 
order that it shall not adhere to them. 


Easy as this work of beating out the 
gold may seem, it in, iu reality, an 
art of a very delicate descr.ption. The 
Vi^orkman must know to a nicety pre- 
cisely how hard or gentle tho blows of 
his hammer must be, aud also tha ex* 
act spot on which they should ialJ,

MANAGEMENT OF HOUSE 
PtjANTS. 


''Keeping plauts indoors in living 
rooms is something that a great many 
persons make a lamentable failure of,'' 
said an old florist, "and the reason is 
that they overlook some of tho very 
simplest rules that govern tho 
Vegeta- 
tion and blooming of plants. 
They 
subject them to extremes of wet 
aud 
dryness, heat and cold, aud allow tho 
soil in them 
to becomo hard 
and 
baked, or sour and sodden, which last 
state is absolutely fatal to the beauty 
and health of plants, if it does uot de- 
stroy them altogether. 
Porfect drain- 
age, abundance of light aud warmth 
and a nioderato amount of moisture 
are required for their best develop- 
ment. 
Tho soil must be fairly rich 
and nutritious, but free from'crude 
materials. 
Well-rotted sod and very 
old stable roluge, with a small amount 
of sand to keep the mass from packing, 
will bo .onnd the most desirable. 
Ge- 
raniums autl verbenas do best in a mod- 
erately coul atmosphere, and may be 
given tho places where there is the 
least sunshine and heat. 


''Blossoms should not remain too 
long upon the plants. 
They exhaust 
the vitality of the vegetable sjstem, 
aud, in consequence, there is a dwin- 
dling and unthriftiness, and tho house- 
keeper wonders why her plants are 
failures. 


''In nothing is the advantage of 
free pruning more clearly shown than 
iu the management 
of tho window 
garden. 
Constant 
attention 
to re- 
moving dead leaves and the flowers as 
soon as they have reached their prime 
will, all other things being equal, re- 
sult in a tine return of perfect blooms, 
fr3e growth of plant and a condition 
3f vigor and hardiness that marks tho 
productions of the expert. 
Perhaps 
bhe most common mistake in the rear- 
ing of house plants is the soil in which 
they are potted. 


"It is the easiest thing in the world 
to have ever at hand an abundant sup- 
ply of potting earth, aud as the au- 
tumn is an excellent time to beciin the 
accumulation, a few hints may not 
come amiss. 


"A large box or bin may bo built iu 
some convenient place under shelter, 
and into 
this all dead leaves, sod, 
plant stalks and decaycd wood and 
similar vegetable 
matter 
are to bo 
thrown, Tho soiipsuds from the week- 
ly wash will be a very important ad- 
dition if it can be jjoured over the 
mass without draining through. 
One 
of tho very best compost deposits is 
made with a bottom built like a cis- 
tern. 
A basin of any desired depth 
may be prepared to hold the drainage, 
which may again and again bo poured 
over the soil. 
As it settles more 
leaves and other mattei may be added. 
A load of very iino and old 
stable 
manure, thoroughly rotted aud die- 
integrated is to be thrown uuon tho 
heap. 
When well mixed and pulver- 
ized it is ready for use. 
l\Iixed with 
equal parts of black muck from an ad- 
jacent swamp, it is an ideal soil in 
which strung growing and luxuriant 
plants will flourish and astonish the 
painstaking househnlder who has taken 
tho trouble to furnish them with the 
requisite subsistence. 


"House plants kept in large pots 
should bo washed oíT or spriuUled all 
over at least once every week, and as 
öfter as this should be placed iu a tub 
of warm water and allowe-l to remain 
at least half an hour that the roots 
may become thoroughly saturated. 
It 
jftj frequently tho casu that the inner 
portion of tho roots and the ball of 
earth around theui become so dry that 
oidinary waterin-; does not penetrate 
them.ifcs/'—New Tork Ledger,

had much to do with injuring this in- 
dustry, in which for twenty years prior 
to 1890 South Carolina had a practical 
monopoly so far as European markets 
were concerned, but its stagnation has 
come from other causes. 
Formerly 
Europe paid from $6 to $8 a ton for 
Carolina rock, and took all that was 
sent. 
Now European markets pay from 
$2 to $3.25, and last year South Caro- 
lina sent only 65,000 tons, while Al- 
geria sent 118,000 and Florida 265,- 
000 tons. 
In home markets Tennes- 
see is also a competitor. 
The invest- 
ment in companies that seem about to 
go out of busmess is very large.

water flowing 200 or 4=00 feet beneath 
the surface of the earth, 
A dowsei 
can walk over an unknown piece of 
country and point out the exact spot 
where a well or pipe can be sunk. 
He 
can toll the exact 
depth 
at which 
water will be found, ani also the nuni-» 
ber of gallons an hour which can bo 
pumpetl up. 


Dowaers are RcientiQcally 
termed 
hydroscopists. 
The x^resence of eub- 
terrauean water has a peculiar 
oUect 
upon 
their nervous 
sj'steaas. 
The 
dowser, vhen prosecuting his work, 
always carries a 
hazel twig in 
his 
hands. When he reaches a spot where 
water is (lowing underneath the hazel 
twig

Duke of Rutland, tho Duke of Beau- 
fort, the Duke of Grafton, Lord Jer- 
sey, Sir E. Welby Gregory, and a host 
of others of like prominence. Dowsers 
demand rich pay, and it would seem 
that it people of the caliber of those 
just named did not have faith in tho 
art they would not take cognizance of 
it by patronizing it, and paying well 
for it, too. 


It is practically agreed among those 
who have studied the matter that the 
gift is not only racial with the Brit- 
ish, but sectional, as all of the dow- 
sers come from the west and south 
country of England. 
This is account- 
ed for by the fact that dowsing has 
existed in the Cornish mine sections 
for centuries. 
It is claimed that some 
dowsers aro able to tell of the presence 
of tin and other metals beneath the

There la no end to the "ilnds" In 
Kgypt. 
It has hitherto always been 
belloved that as much was known about 
the Sphinx as could be knowu; but now 
Colonel Koum, an Aujericaii. by dig- 
ging round the base, has brought some 
very curious facts to light. At the back 
of the ligure was found a shaft twenty- 
five feet deep, with two passages run- 
ning out of It at the bottom.

Snhiijv, iTito whicl) the cap was fasten- 
ed, Is still undamaged, the cap should 
be restored to its place.

And will be the fragments of the nose 
broken off by an Arab Iconoclast some 
five hundred years ago. If these could 
be recovered, and thq nose restored, 
the Sphinx would be 
father of ter- 
rors'' no longer, and we might see that 
look' of benign calm which delighted 
the ancient worjd, and made the Greek 
poet speak of the Sphinx as *'great La- 
tuna's «ervant, mild and bland.
